In response 10 the Restriction Requirement dated 3 May 2002, Applicant elects, with 
traverse, the species that the Examiner indicates is illustrated in Figure 1. It would appear that 
claims 23-26 and 37-39 are readable on the elected species. Applicant's Representatives reserve 
the right to pursue examination of the other species in continuation or divisional applications. 
Further, as indicated by the Examiner, if an allowance of a generic claim occurs, claims to 
additional species written in dependent form "or which otherwise include all the limitations of the 
allowed generic claim will be considered. 

Applicant traverses the Restriction Requirement because each of the embodiments 
involve the use of a barrier layer, to other words, a barrier layer is used whether in regard to a 
capacitor structure or a memory cell structure. Further, Applicant respectfully submits that the 
Examiner has improperly grouped the Figures of the present invention. For example, Figure 2 
does not show an entire capacitor as is shown in Figure 3. Rather, Figure 2 shows a conductive 
stack that can be used in a capacitor or interconnect. In addition, although Applicant submits 
that none of the pending independent claims are generic, Figure 1 is generic to Figures 2-5. As a 
result, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the restrictions in this case and submits 
that the inventions as claimed can be readily evaluated in one search without placing undue 
burden on the Examiner.
